Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Wragg  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1947. 

The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Housing  still  continues  to  be  the  most  urgent  problem  in 
the  area  ; there  are  still  numbers  of  families  living  under  in- 
tolerable conditions. 

A perusal  of  this  Report  will  show  that  the  health  of  the 
district  as  a whole  has  remained  very  satisfactory. 

In  the  early  summer  we  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  McCann, 
who  left  for  another  post,  and  Mr.  A.  Short  was  appointed 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  place. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Social  conditions  are  mainly  industrial,  the  chief  occu- 
pations of  the  inhabitants  being  coal  mining  and  agriculture. 

The  district  is  hilly  and  elevated  in  the  centre,  north  and 
south.  On  the  west  it  slopes  towards  the  valley  of  the  river 
Rother  and  the  valley  of  the  river  Doe  Lea,  but  the  boundary 
does  not  extend  as  far  as  these  valleys. 

In  the  North-east  and  East  it  is  bounded  by  small  dykes  and 
brooks.  In  the  Eastern  area  these  find  their  way  into  the 
lakes  of  Welbeck  and  the  rivers  Poulter  and  Trent. 

CHIEF  CAUSES  OF  INVALIDITY  IN 
THE  DISTRICT 

Scabies.  There  has  been  a welcome  drop  in  the  number 
of  cases  in  the  area.  Only  78  adults  and  62  children  were 
treated  as  compared  with  131  adults  and  108  children  in  1946. 

24  children  and  2 adults  received  treatment  for  verminous 
heads. 

NUTRITION 

The  health  and  well-being  of  the  school  children  is  much  the 
same.  The  number  of  “sub-normal”  nutrition  cases  still 
remains  small. 

Free  milk  and  the  school  meals  have  been  a great  help,  but 
there  are  many  more  who  will  benefit  when  the  mid-day  meal 
becomes  free  as,  in  spite  of  the  average  income  being  in- 
creased and  there  being  very  little  unemployment  in  the 
district,  many  parents  are  either  unable  or  unwilling  to  pay  for 
the  cost  of  a school  meal  for  their  children. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a Review  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  for  1947  : — 

“ Taking  1947  as  a whole  the  nation’s  standard  of  nutrition 
was  well  maintained.  In  spite  of  periodic  fluctuations  school 
children  tended  to  be  heavier  and  taller  at  each  year  of  age 
than  their  predecessors.  The  improvement  in  vital  statistics 
which  has  continued  over  a number  of  years  was  also  main- 
tained. Infant  and  maternal  mortality  rate  remained  at 
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record  low  levels  while  the  incidence  of  respiratory  tubercu- 
losis, perhaps  the  most  sensitive  index  of  under-nutrition, 
showed  no  tendency  to  rise.  The  Food  Consumption  Levels 
Report  issued  in  August  estimated  that  the  average  civilian 
diet  in  1946-47  yielded  96  % of  the  pre-war  average  in  calories, 
85  % in  fats,  ii2  0/0  in  protein  and  101  % in  carbohydrates. 
In  November  Sir  Stafford  Cripps  warned  the  country  that  the 
calorie  value  of  the  national  diet,  which  stood  at  2,900  during 
most  of  the  year,  would  be  reduced  to  2,700  when  the  full 
effects  of  potato  rationing  and  the  various  food  cuts  were  felt.”

Isolation  Hospital  Board.

The  Red  Cross  Ambulance  at  Creswell  is  available  for 
these  cases.  Telephone  No.  Creswell  237.  This  ambulance 
can  be  used  anywhere  in  Clowne  R.D.  by  the  payment  of 
a small  fee. 

In  an  emergency  the  Bolsover  Colliery  Ambulance  and 
the  Shireoaks  Colliery  Ambulance  may  be  used. 

(c)  For  Maternity  Patients. 

The  above  ambulances  for  Non-Infectious  cases  may  be 
used  for  Maternity  Patients. 


MATERNITY  and  CHILD  WELFARE 
AND  SCHOOL  CLINICS. 

All  these  clinics  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 
A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  week  on 
a Tuesday  afternoon  in  the  Hall  attached  to  the  Methodist 
Chapel,  North  Street,  Clowne.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 
THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  whole  of  the  water  supply  for  the  Clowne  Rural  District 
is  obtained  from  the  Manton  Colliery,  near  Worksop.  It  has 
been  highly  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  A sample 
of  the  water  is  submitted  monthly  for  bacteriological  exami- 
nation and  during  the  year  2 chemical  samples  were  taken. 
At  no  time  was  an  adverse  report  received.  The  water  is  not 
liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  pumping  arrangements  at  Hodthorpe 
has  been  causing  concern  for  some  time  and  this  was  accentu- 
ated early  in  the  year  after  the  severe  frosts.  This  led  to 
negotiations  with  the  N.C.B.  at  Manton  Colliery,  who  were 
very  accommodating  and  gladly  acceded  to  the  Council’s 
request  to  modify  the  arrangements  which  existed  then. 
There  was  no  period  of  the  year  after  these  arrangements  were 
completed  when  the  District  was  without  water,  and  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  drought  of  last  year  was  almost 
unprecedented  and  the  parish  of  Barlborough  has  hitherto 
been  short  of  water  during  even  the  wetter  summers. 

Whilst  it  would  appear  from  the  preceding  remarks  that  the 
problem  has  been  solved,  I would  point  out  that  the  present 
arrangements  are  still  temporary  and  extensive  tests  have  been 
made  and  data  collected  with  a view  to  a more  permanent  and 
reliable  supply  being  obtained. 

The  two  27  h.p.  engines  have  been  overhauled  and  they  are 
now  in  perfect  running  order  and  pumping  at  the  rate  of 
25,000  gallons  an  hour.  It  has  been  found  that  the  average 
requirements  for  the  district  are  24.800  gallons  an  hour. 

30  yards  of  water  main  have  been  laid  to  the  Laburnham 
Close  Estate  at  Creswell,  and  the  mains  to  the  Council  Hous- 
ing Sites  in  Clowne,  Creswell,  Whitwell  and  Barlborough 
have  been  completed. 

25  additional  services  have  been  connected  to  the  Council 
mains,  which  includes  seven  farms  and  four  dwelling  houses. 

Othei  important  additions  to  the  water  services  are  the 
converted  closets  in  Creswell  and  Whitwell,  and  the  provision 
of  a complete  water  service  to  a bath  and  sink  in  each  of  the 
newly  occupied  dwellings  at  Southgate  Hutted  Camp. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  the  Hodthorpe  Pumping 
Station  as  the  supply  enters  the  Clowne  district.  .2  parts  per 
million  of  chlorine  is  added.

URGENT  SANITARY  REQUIREMENTS 

1.  The  building  of  houses  to  abate  over-crowding. 

2.  The  construction  of  a sewage  works  to  deal  with  the 
sewerage  from  West  Lea  Cottages,  Clowne,  so  that  the 
conversion  of  the  existing  dilapidated  privy-middens  at  these 
cottages  can  be  carried  out. 


HOUSING 

During  the  year,  178  houses  have  been  completed  and  occu- 
pied. Of  these,  10  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and 
purchased  by  the  Council.  In  addition  to  the  above,  4 houses 
have  been  built  by  private  enterprise,  and  for  private 
occupation. 

At  present  76  traditional  houses  are  in  course  of  production. 
The  Council  deviated  from  the  permanent  traditional  produc- 
tion programme  and  40  Airey  Houses  and  20  Aluminium 
Bungalows  are  now  in  course  of  construction.  Tenders  for 
the  erection  of  50  further  traditional  houses  will  be  shortly 
advertised. 

Late  in  1946,  the  Bevin  Hostel  was  invaded  by  squatters, 
and  according  to  the  terms  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circu- 
lar 20/46,  42  dwellings  were  created  at  this  location  during  the 
year.  At  the  latter  end  of  1947,  a similar  invasion  took  place 
at  the  Southgate  Hutted  Camp,  and  subsequently  23  huts 
were  provided  with  a cooking  stove,  bath  and  hot  and  cold 
water  systems.  All  this  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  labour. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  continued  very  slowly,  owing 
to  shortage  of  staff  108  houses  in  Clowne  have  been  visited. 

The  most  urgent  need  of  the  district  is  for  more  houses. 
1 he  rate  of  building  is  painfully  slow,  not  only  in  this  area, 
but  all  over  the  County.  Many  people  are  living  under  the 
worst  possible  conditions  and  few  of  the  younger  married 
couples  have  known  a home  of  their  own. 

In  some  cases  owing  to  the  housing  shortage  adolescent 
girls  and  boys  have  to  use  the  same  bedroom,  which  does  not 
conduce  to  a healthy  and  wholesome  home  life. 

Living  with  in-laws,  as  mostly  newly'  married  couples  have 
to  do,  is  very  apt  to  cause  friction,  and  much  unhappiness  if 
continued  over  a long  period. 

In  my  opinion,  the  housing  shortage  is  second  only  to  food 
in  urgency. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 

OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  61  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops  in  the  area, 
and  31  inspections  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The 
National  Milk  Scheme  continues  to  be  popular. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Chesterfield  Municipal  Abattoir  continues  to  be  used  as  the 
regional  slaughterhouse  for  this  area.  The  meat  is  inspected 
there  by  qualified  meat  inspectors  before  being  sent  to  the 
local  butchers.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  feeding  stuffs,  etc., 
much  of  the  English  meat  is  below  pre-war  quality. 

Transport  of  meat  from  this  abattoir  to  the  butchers  is  not 
carried  out  in  a hygienic  manner. 

There  is  a bacon  factory  in  the  area  and  during  the  year  203 
visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

FACTORIES  ACT. 

There  are  38  factories  registered  in  the  Clowne  Rural 
District  which  are  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  action 
taken  as  is  necessary.  Conditions  generally  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 


Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  year  1947. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Only  one  positive  case  was  notified.  The  child  had  been 
attending  school  for  several  months  with  a nasal  discharge 
and  the  school  doctor  on  a routine  visit  took  a swab  of  the 
discharge.  The  infectivity  must  have  been  very  slight  indeed 
as  no  other  case  was  notified.  The  boy  had  been  immunised. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  the  immunisation  of 
infants  and  to  maintain  the  high  level  of  immunisation  in  the 
school  children. 

247  children  under  5 years  of  age  and  145  between  five  and 
fifteen  years  were  immunised  during  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

24  cases  were  notified  compared  with  59  last  year.  The 
disease  was  mild  in  character  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

4 notifications  were  received.  It  seems  probable  that  the 
disease  was  introduced  into  this  district  through  the  swimming 
baths  at  Creswell,  which  are  used  by  school  children  from 
other  areas.  There  was  no  apparent  connection  between  any 
of  the  cases. 

The  first  notification  was  a child  of  6 months  who  developed 
a partial  paralysis  of  the  left  arm.  The  family  had  been  living 
under  overcrowded  conditions  and  had  just  moved  into  a new 
house. 

The  second  case  was  a boy  of  3 years  who  lived  in  a Bevan 
Hostel.  He  was  also  a mild  case  with  some  weakness  of  one 
leg. 

Of  the  two  other  cases,  one  showed  no  sign  of  any  paralysis, 
but  the  other  had  some  of  his  back  muscles  paralysed. 

CEREBRAL  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

2 notifications  were  received.  No  source  of  infection  was 
discovered  in  either  case.  Both  were  removed  to  hospital. 

MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

459  cases  of  measles  and  51  of  whooping  cough  were  noti- 
fied. There  were  no  deaths. 


FOOD  POISONING. 


3 infants  were  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease  and  all 
were  removed  to  hospital.  Two  were  from  overcrowded 
homes  and  the  third  from  a house  where  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments were  unsatisfactory. 

TUBERCULOSIS

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
for  the  Year  1947. 

During  the  year  1,731  inspections  have  been  made  for  the 
investigation  and  abatement  of  nuisances. 

Many  complaints  have  been  made  to  the  department  only 
after  complainants  have  requested  owners  or  agents  of  pro- 
perty to  remedy  the  defects  causing  the  nuisances.  The 
scarcity  ot  labour  and  material  continues  to  hamper  the  mak- 
ing good  of  dilapidations  and,  incidentally,  far  more  frequent 
re-inspections  by  my  department  are  necessary  because  ol  this. 

During  the  year  204  complaints  of  nuisances  were  made. 
The  number  of  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
was  21 1 preliminary  or  informal,  and  59  statutory.  42  notices 
were  served  for  the  abolition  of  privy  middens  and  pail 
closets,  and  76  notices  for  the  provision  of  dust  bins 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year,  although 
proceedings  were  pending  at  the  year  end  in  respect  of  a row 
of  terrace  houses  in  Barlborough. 

The  co-operation  which  I receive  from  Councillors  and  col- 
leagues is  fully  appreciated,  and  many  defects  which  are 
brought  to  my  notice  might  otherwise  remain  undiscovered 
until  the  district  can  be  visited  on  a house  to  house  basis. 

1 he  department  has  suffered  from  a change  of  staff  and, 
at  times,  serious  depletion.  This  state  of  affairs  is  not  pecu- 
liar to  Clowne,  as  there  is  a dearth  of  qualified  officers  in  the 
country.

Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  38  factories  registered  in  the  district.  One  factory, 
which  was  not  provided  with  any  form  of  closet  accommoda- 
tion has  now  a suitable  and  sufficient  number.

Bakehouses. 

The  number  of  bakehouses  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
4.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district. 

Cafes  and  Restaurants. 

There  are  17  cafes  and  restaurants  in  the  district.  During 
the  year  34  visits  were  made  to  cafes  and  the  kitchens  con- 
nected with  them,  and  no  contraventions  were  found. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act.  1919. 

Active  measures  have  been  taken  during  the  year  to  ensure 
the  destruction  of  rats.  One  part-time  rat  catcher  is  employed 
and  335  baits  have  been  laid  in  sewers  and  425  rats  have  been 
caught. 

The  rat  population  is  not  large  in  the  district,  but  this  does 
not  mean  that  every  effort  is  not  spared  to  trace  and  eradicate 
the  pests.  The  destruction  of  property  and  foodstuff's  by  rats 
justifies  stringent  measures,  and  in  this  connection  the  co-op- 
eration of  the  public  has  been  sought  and  has  not  been  found 
lacking.

The  incidence  of  bug  and  flea  infestation  is  very  light  in  the 
district,  which  speaks  well  of  the  housewife.  My  opinion  of 
the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  dwelling  houses  in 
this  area  is  high.
